"finances," This was brought clearly in- 
to focus by our treasurer's excellent 
six month report, comparing our expend- 


itures with our budget. This was a 
tribute both to W3GOW as treasurer and 
to our budget committee who figured 
things out in advance. — 


The way things stand at present 
show that we are nretty close to our 
‘budget, with a few exceptions. One of . 
the things that starts people thinking, 
though, is the fact that we have about 
a $1000.00 budget and about a hundred 
members, or about $10.00 per member. 
The dues, however, are six dollars a 
year. Where do we get the rest? This 
is the problem. So far we have been — 
lucky enough to accumlate about $300 
to $400 a year by such gimmicks us our 
auctions, prize drawings, fortunate 
accumulations of surplus equipment and 
by donations, These are not guranteed 
but as long as we have had the will and 
the way, we have done it. - 


One of the popular - or unpopular, 
solutions suggested has been raising the 
dues! Everytime this is brought up 
someone threatens to quit — and maybe | 
they would!. Maybe quite a few would - 
and this is why we have eyed this sug 
gestion cautiously. ear eed 


Let's look, however, how the aver-= 
age member contributes. The member who 
attends every meeting and thereby gets 
the most for his money usually chips in 
25¢ for the chow kitty. The way I fig- 
ure that is another $6.00 a year above 


and beyond the $600 be paid for dues, or- 


$12.00. The suggestion to raise the 
dues to $10.00 isn't out of the question 
for that member, especially if the chow 
and the prizes might be thrown in for 
free!’ But what about the absentee 
members? Their $6.00 a year only buys 
them the "Blurb" and a chance to belong" 
to say they're a Phil-Mont member, 

Would they go along with a $10.00 fee? 


‘Most Phil-Monters will agree that 
the membership is a bargain. How. many 
$15.00 IRE or AIEE or other professional 


group memberships give anything like 


what we give for the money? Maybe there 
is a big thick magazine that is filled 
with stuff we can't even understand - 
all we read are the ads - and we don't 
get much out of them either. 


I hesitate to bring up the subject 
of raising the dues, especially when we 
are doing so well by our budget. But, 

I feel, the time will come when we 
should face this issue and be prepared 
to take whatever action is necessary. 

If raising the dues would lose us members

If, on the other hand it would merely 
take money out of one pocket and put it 
into the other without a struggle, I 
would favor such action. 


In order to amend our by-laws which 
set the dues at $6.00 it. requires only a 
majority of those present at a regular 
meeting or special meeting called for 
that purpose. t would not be difficult 
to make this change. Let's think about 
it, though; cuss it and discuss it for 
we are still doing fine at $6.00. If 
the advantages outweigh the disadvantages 
lets find that out and act upon it - or 
table it ~ like we have been doing for 
a good many years.

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When a TNS is working properly with a receiver, ignition noise is down so low as to 


be negligible, even when you are operating in the midst of trucks or buses. 


There 


is low distortion and you can copy weak signals that usually cannot even be heard 


using the more common limiter. 
WITH a receiver may be useful. 


1. Preferably do not use a dual purpose 
second detector and first audio tube. 
Noise coupling through the tube can hap-~ 
pen even with a dual cathode. 


2. Be careful of coupling between leads 
or parts of input and output of the TNS 
for the same reason as #1. 


3. Voltage for TNS should be fixed and 
stable. Suggest variable in B*lead to 
provide 150 volts at junction of R6 and 
R7. Replace with fixed resistor and if 
very much resistance is needed suggest 
bleeder or VR tube be used as the sta- 
bilized voltage will be very good for TNS 
operation and squelch as well. Be sure 
to by-pass TNS side of resistor with 8 
MFD to prevent motor boating. 


4, Distortion is generally caused by too 
high an audio voltage across A G which is 
now detector load resistor and INS volt- 
age divider. About 6 to 7 volts (VTVM) 
is maximum permissible, receiving strong- 
est signal. For your IF strip use 500 K 
variable (RO) to set 6-7 volts at A, thm

value. 


3. Uitn « hot IF added noise with signal 

can be resuced by using up to 1 :1eg. for - 
R2, suggest 2 meg. variable then replace 

with fixed resistor. 


6. AUDIO OUTPUT can be increased mater- 
ially by adding 5 to 10 MFD 25 V elect- 
rolytic from pin #8 to ground on 12AX7. 


7. BETTER AVC ACTION should result if 

AVC resistor (around 2 megs) is nearer 
value of load resistor on detector, which 
is usually 100 to 250K. This would re- 
duce AVC swings and prevent loss of sen- 
sitivity under high noise conditions. 
Smaller condensers on AVC line can aiso 
help in the same direction. 


8. Build TNS into receiver if you can. 
If not keep leads short shielding output 
from input, 
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
